PRICE-FIXERS SURRENDER 


Wisconsin's so-called liberal legislature, con- 


trolled by LaFollette Progressives and New 
Deal Democrats, recently permitted its "codes 
of fair competition" to die. So ends another ex- 
periment in price-fixing. 


It was the clamor of public sentiment against 


the codes that reconciled their "liberal" spon- 
sors to the law's demise. Persons whom those 
sponsors might have dubbed reactionary could 
have told them that the cause of real liberalism 
was not to be served by their twisted econom- 
ics. All history sustains that sound point of 
view. Arbitrary interference with competition, 
especially in the field of prices, always has 
proved disillusioning, if not disastrous. Inevit- 
ably the "Wisconsin codes tended to raise prices. 
They denied to the consumer any advantage 
derivable from greater efficiency and economy 
on the part of particular firms in the affected 
trades and industries.
